e, and purge it, and in the abſence of the Sun 

oſe humours become dark and black, and there - 
fore the fight not ſo good.

A. Becauſe (faith Ariſtotle) preyneſs is light and 
ſhining of itſelf, and the ſpirits with which we ſee

Q. # by be Men's eyes of diverſe colours ? 

A This proceedeth, faith Ariſtotle, by reaſon of

Q. My are Men which haue but one Eye, cod 
Archers ? And why do good Archers commonly ſhut one 
Eye ? And why ds ſuch as behold the Stars look through 
a trunk with one Eye ? 

A. This matter is handled in the perſpective 
Arts, and the reaſon is, as it doth appear in the 
Book of Cauſes, becauſe that every virtue and 
Rirength united and knit together, is ſtronger than 
itſelf ciſperied and ſcattered.

Q Why do Alen which hade their Eyes deep in their 


| bead, ſee <vell afar off, and the like in Beaſts ? 


A. Becauſe (ſaith Ariſtotle, 2 de Gener, animal) 
the force and power by which we ſee is diſpers'd in 
them, doth go directly to the thing which is ſeen. 

And this is proved by a ſimilitude, becauſe that 
when a Man doth ſtand in a deep Ditch, or Well, 
he doth ſee in the day time, ſtanding in thoſe 
places the ſtars of the Firmament; as Ariſtotle doth 
reach in his Treatiſe de forma ſpeculi; becauſe that 
then the power of the fight and of the Beams are 
not ſcattered. 

Q. Wherefore do thoſe Men which hade tl eir Eyes far 
out, and not deep in their beads, ſee but meauly, and not 
far diftart ? 

A. Becauſe (faith Ariftotle) the Beams of the 
fight which paſs from the eye, are ſcattered on e- 
very fide, and do go directly unto the thing that 
is ſcen, ard therefore the fight is weakened. 

Q. Why are many beaſts born blind, as Lions whel»s, 
and Noes cube / ps ? g 

of. Becauſe ſuch Beaſts are not as yet of perſect 
ripeneſs and maturity, and the courſe of nutrimeot 
doth work in them, And this is proved by the 
ſimilitude of the Swallow, whoſe Eyes, if they 
were taken out when they are little ones in the 
Neft, would grow again, and this is plain in mary 
other Beaſts, which are brought forth before their 
time, as it were dead, as Bears Whelps, Sth 
reaſon 
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reaſon doth belong rather to the Per ſpective tha 
the Natural Philoſopher, 


Aly do the Hes of the Women that bath ber 


flowers ftoin a new Glaſs, as Ariftotle ſaith, de Som- 


no & Virgil, and this is the like Problem, <vby doth a 
Baſilizk kill a Man with bis Sight ? 

A. To the firſt I anſwer, that when the Flowers 
do run from a Woman, then a moſt venomous Air 
is diſſolved in them, which doth aſcend unto the 
Woman's Head; and ſhe having grief of her Head, 


* doth cover it with many Veils and Kerchiefs; and 
| becauſe the Eyes are full of ſmall inſenſible holes,

which are called Pores, there the air ſecketh a 
iſl,ge, and ſo doth infe& the Eyes, which are 
Full of blood, Ard their Eyes do appear alfo 
dyooping and full of tears, by reaſon of the evil 
vapour that is in them, and thoſe vapours are in- 
corporated and multiplied, until they come unto 
tze Glaſs before them and by reaſon that ſuch a 
Glaſs is ſound, clear and ſmooth, it doth caſily 
receive that which is unclean, 
To the ſecond it is anſwered, that the Baſilisk is 
a very venomous and infected Beaſt, and that there 
paſs from his Eycs venomous vapours, which are 
multiplied upon the thing which is ſeen by him, 
and even unto the eye of Man:; The which veno- 
mous vapours of humours entering into the body, 
do infeEt him; and ſo in the End the Man dieth. 
And this is alſo the reaſon why the Baſilisk looking 
upon a Shield perfectly well made with faſt clamm 
icch, or any hard ſmooth thing, doth kill himſelf 
ecauſe the humours are beaten back from the 
ſmooth hard thing unto the Baſilisk, by which beat- 
ing back he is killed. And the like is ſaid of a 
Woman when ſhe hath her monthly diſeaſe, where- 
of it ſolloweth, that ſome old Women do hurt them- 
ſelves when they look upon glaſſes or other firm 
and ſolid things, in the time of their FR, Why 
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Q, Rh is not ſparkling Cats Eyes and If olues Eyes 
ſeen in the light, and not in the dark ? 

A. Becaule that the greater light doth darken the 
lefſer, and therefore in a greater light the ſparkiing 
cannot be ſeen ; but the greater the darkne!s, the 
eaſter it is ſcen, and is made more ſtrong, and ſhi- 
niag becauſe it is not then hindered by a greater 
external light which might darken it. 

Q. I hy deth a Man beholding himſelf in a Gaſs, 
preſently forget his own Diſpcſition ? 

A Anſwer is made in Lib de forma ſpcculi, Tha: 
the Image ſeen by the glaſs, doth repre'ent it weat- 
ly and indirectly to the power of the ſight ; and be- 
cauſe it is repreſented weakly, it is alſo weakly ap- 
prehended, and by conſequence is rot long retained, 

Q. Why is the ſiaht recreated and refriſped by a green 
col. ur, as this Verſe ſnexveth ? | 

Fons, ſpeculum gramen oculis ſunt aleviamen, 

J. Becauſe the green colour doth meanly move 
the inſtrument of fight, and therefore doth comfort 
the Sight; but this dcth not blick nor white colours 
becaule the colours do vehemently ſtir and alter the 
Organ and Inſtrument of the fight, and therefore 
make the greater violence, but by how much the 
more violent the thing is which is fe!r or ſeen, the 
more it doth deſtroy and weaken the ſenſe, as Ari 
tetle doth teach, Lib. 2. de animal. 


Of the Noſe. 


Q. H dotb the Noſe ſtand out farther then 
other parts of the Body ? 

A, There are two Anſwers ; The Firſt, becauſe 
the Noſe is as it were the fink of tlie Brain, by 
which the flegm of the Brain is purged ; and there- 
fore ic doth Rand forth, leſt the other parts ſhould 
be defiled, The ſecond (according to Cenſtant.) 
is becauſe the Noſe is the beauty of the Face, and 


therefore it doth ſnhew itſelf, and ſhine. It doth 
ſr el!

ſmell alſo, and adorn the Face; as Betus faith,

Q. Why bath Man the worſt ſmell of all other living 
Creatures, as it doth r, Lib, de Animal, 
A. Becauſe that Man (as the Commentator faith) 
in reſpe& of his Quantity hath the moſt brain of all 
Creatures. And therefore by that exceeding cold- 
neſs and moifineſs, the Brain wanteth a good diſ- 
ofition and by conſequence the ſmelling, ſeeing 
nſtrument is not good, as Ariſtotle and Themift(cles 
do teach, Yea, ſome Men there be which do not 
ſmell ar all. 
Q. Vin ds the Vulture or Cormorant ſmell very well 
as the Commentator doth ſay ? 

A. Becauſe they have a very dry Brain, and there · 
fore the Air carrying the ſmell, is not hindered by 
the humidity of the Brain, but deth preſently touch 
his Inftrument : And therefore he faith, That the 
Valtures, Tygers, and other Beaſts, came five hundred

Q. Why did Nature make the Neftrils ? 
A. For three commodities, Firſt, becauſe that 


the Mouth being ſhur, we draw breath in by the 


Noftrils to refreſh the heart with, the ſecond com- 
modity is, becauſe that the air which proceederh 
from the Mouth, doth favor badly, becauſe it doth 
ſavor of the vapours which riſe from the ſtomach, 
but that which we breath from the Noſe, is not 
noiſom. The third is, becauſe the flegm which doth 
proceed from the brain is purged by them. 

Q. Why ao Men ſneeze ? 

A. Becauſe that the expulſive virtue or power, 
and the ſight, ſhould thereby be purged, and the 
brain alſo from ſaperfluities, becauſe that the Lungs 
are purged by coughing, ſo is the fight and brain by 
ſneezing, and thoſe which ſneeze oft, are ſaid to 
have a ſtrong brain, and therefore the Phyſicians 
give ſneezing Medicaments to purge che IE IN

ſuch ſick Perſon as cannot ſneeze, die quickly, 
becauſe ir is a Sign their brain is wholly ſtuffed 
with evil Humours, Which cannot be purged. 

Q. It by do ſuch as are Apeplectick ſneeze ; that is, 
ſuch as are ſubjeft eaſily to Bleed? 

AJ. Becauſe the Paſſages and ventricles of the 
brain are ſtopped in them; and if they could ſne2 ze, 
their A poplexy would be looſed. 

Q. Why deth tle beat of the Sun provole ſneezing, 
and not the heat of the Fire? | | 

A. Becauſe the heat of the Sun doth row diſſolve 
and not conſume ; and therefore the Vapour dif- 
ſolved is expeiled by ſneezing, bur the heat of the 
Fire doth diſſolve and conſume, and therefore ra 
ther doth hinder ſneez ing then provoke, 


| Of the Fars. 
W H do Beaſts move their Ears ard not May! 


4, Becauſe there is a certain Muſcle 


near unto the Jaw, which doth cauſe motion in the 


Ear ; and therefore that Muſcle being extended 


anc ſtretched, Men do not move their Ear, as it 


hath been ſeen in diverſe Men; but all Beaſts do 
uſe that Muſcle or fleſhy Sinew, and therefore do 
move their Ears | 

Q. Why is Rain prag naſticated by vbe pricking up of tit 
MN. Ears? 

A. Becauſe the Aſs.is a very melancholy Beaſt, 
and it proceedeth from Melancholy that he doth 
forcſee Rain ro come. In the' time of Rain all 
Beafts do prick up their Ears, and therefore the 
Aſs perceiving that it will rain, doth prick up his 
Ears before it come. | 

Ah have ſome Beaſts no Ears? 

A. Arifiotle coth anſwer and (ay, that Nature 
doth give unto every thing that which is fit for it; 
bur if ſhe ſhould have pivenBirds Ears, their flying 
Would have beenhindered by them, Likewiſe iſh do 
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want Ears, becauſe they would hinder their ſwim - 
ming; and have only certain little holes thro* which 
they hear, as 4#fot/e declares by the Sea-Calf. 

Q. Why bade Bats Ears, feting they ſeem to be birds? 

A. Becauſe hey are partly Birds in Nature, in 
that they co fly, by reaſon whereof they have Wings 
and partly they are hairy, becauſe they are Mice, 
therefore Nature, as being wiſe, gave them Ears, 

Q. # by hath hian on'y round Ears? 

A BRecanſe the Shape of the whole and of the 
parts ſhould be proportionable and eſpecially in all 
things of one nature; for as a drop of Water is 
round, ſo the whole Water, John de ſacro Boſco doth 
prove. And fo becauſe x Man's lead is round, 
the Ears incline towards the ſame Figure; bur the 
Heads of Seaſts «re ſomewhat long, and fo the 
Ears are drawn into length -Ifo, | 

Q. Why did Nature give living Creatures Fays ?

FH Y hath the Month Lips to compaſs it? 
A, According to Conſt. becauſe the Lips 
do cover and defend the Teeth, it were unſeemly 
that the Teeth ſhould always be ſeen. Another 


aniwer is, that the Teeth are of a cold nature, and 


would therefore be ſoon hurt, if they were not 
covered with Lips. Another moral Reaſon is, 
becauſe a Man ſhould not be too haſty of Speech. 
Q. Why bath a Man two Eyes, tuo Ears, and but ens 
Mouth | 
A Becauſe a Man ſhould ſpeak but little, and ſee 
and hear much, And withal, 4rifotle doth ſay, that 


the hearing in the Light doth ſhew us the difference 
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of many things, and Seneca doth agree unto this, 
affirming, that Nature environ'd the Tongue with 
a double cloyſter, and Tecth and Lips, and has 
made the Ears open and wide, and as given us but 
one Mouth, to ſpeak little, tho* we hear much. 

Q. I hy bath a Man a Mouth ? 

A. For many commodities. 1. Becauſe the Mouth 
is the. gate and door of the ſtomach. z, Becauſe the 
Meat is chew'd in the Mouth and prepared and 
made ready for the firſt digeſtion, altho* Avicen. 
doth hold, that the firſt digeſtion is made in the 
Mouth. 3. Becauſe that the Air drawn into the 
hollow of the Mouth, for the refreſhing of the 
Heart, is made more pure and ſubtile. And for 
many other cauſes, which ſhall hercsfter appear. 

Q Hhy ave the Lips moveable ? 

A. Becauſe of forming the Voice and Words, 
which cannot be perfectly done without them. For 
as without a, b, c, there are no writing, ſo without 
the Lips no Voice can be well formed, 

Q Why do Men gape ? 

A This gloſs upon the laſt part of Hiptocrates' 
Aphoriſms ſaith, That it proceeds of Weartſomneſs, 
as when a Man ſitteth among ſuch as he doth not 
know, whoſe Company he would willingly be rid 
of. Beſides, Gaping is cauſed of the thick tumes 
and vapours which fill the Jaws, by the expulſion 
of which is cauſed the ſtretching out and expulſion 
of the Jaws, and opening of the Mouth, which is 
called gaping, 

Q. Ah doth a Man gape when be ſeeth anot ber Man

on This proceedeth of imagination. And this 
is proved by a ſimilitude, or an Aſs is animal valid 
ſenſibile, by reaſon of his Melancholy, becauſe he 
doth retain his ſuperfluity a long time, and would 
neither eat nor piſs, unleſs he ſhould hear another 
piſs, And ſo a Man doth gape thro' imagination 
when another Man doth gape.

Q. Why bave Men more tecth than W emen? 

A By reaſon of the abundance of heat and 
blood, which is more in Men than in Women, 

Q: I hy do the teeth grow to the end of our life, and 
not the other bones ? 

A. Zecauſe otherwiſe they would be conſumed 
wich chewing and grinding. 

Q. Why a teeth only come again <vhen they fall, . 
be taken eut, and other bones taken away orow no more? 

A. Becauſe that accord iug ur to riß tie, all other 
bones are ingendered of the humidity which is 
called Radical, and fo they breed in the Womb 
of the Mother, but the teeth are ingender*-d of 
nutritive humidity, which is renewed ard increa- 
ſed fom day to day. 

Qu do the foreteeth fall in Youth, and grow again 
and not the Cheek teeth ?

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A. This proceedeth of the corruption of the 
meat, and the corruption of flegm with a naughty 
cholerick humour. 

Q. Why ave Colts teeth yellow, and the colour of Saf- 
fron when they aye young, and wax white when they be 

d? 

A Avifotle faith, that a Horſe hath abundance 
of watry humours in him, which in his youth are 
digeſted and converted into groſſneſs; but in old 
age heat is diminiſhed, and the watery humours re- 
main whole proper colour is white, 

Q. Why did nature give living Creatures Teeth ? 

A. Aviflotle faith (ib de Gen rat animal) to ſome 
to fight with, and for defence of their life, as unto 
Wolves and Bears; unto ſome to cat with, as uuto 
Horſes ; anto ſome for the forming of their voice, 
as unto Men, 2s it appeareth by the Commentary 
in the Book de animal. 

Q. Why co horned beaſts want their upper Cheek teeth 

A. Accor ding to Ariſtotle in his book de animal. 
Horns and Teeth are cauſed of the ſelf fame mut- 
ter, that is of nutrimental humidity, and therefore 
the matter which paſſeth into Horns turneth not in- 
ro Teeth, conſequently want the npper Teeth. 
And ſuch Beaſts, according unto Ariſtetle, cannot 
chew well; whereupen for want of Teeth they 
have two Stomachs by conſequence, and ſo do chev 
their meat twice; and they do firſt convey their 
meat into the firft Stomach or Belly, aud then re- 
turn it from whence it came and chew it. 

Q Why are ſome Creatures broue ht forth with teeth, 
as Kids and Lambs, or ſome without as Men ? 

A. Nature doth not want in things neceſſary, 
nor abound in things ſuperfluous ; and therefore 
becauſe theſe beaſts not long after they be fallen 
do need teeth, are fallen with teeth; but Men arc 
nouriſhed with their mothers dugs for a time; ard 
therefore for a time want teeth. 
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Q. Uh have not birds teeth? 

A. Becauſe the matter of teeth paſſeth into their 
beak, and therefore there is their digeſtion : or elſe 
it is anſwered, that although they do not chew with 
teeth, yet their head in digeſtion deth ſupply the 
want of teeth. 


Of the Tongue. 


Q ii the Tongue full of Pores? © 

A, According to Ariftotle de animal. be- 
cauſe the Tongue is the means whereby we taſte ; 
and through the mouth, in the pores of the totzgue, 
the taſte doth come into. the ſenſe of taſting. O- 
therwiſe it is anſwered, that frothy ſpittle is ſent 
in.o the mouth by the Tongue from the lungs, 
moiſtening the meat, and making it ready for the 
firſt digeſtion ; and therefore the Tongue is full of 
Pores, becauſe wany have paſſage through ir. 


Q. by doth the tongue of ſuch as are ſick of agues 


judge all things bitter? 


4. Becauſe the ftomachs of ſuch Perſons is filled 
with cholerick humours; and choler is very bitter; 
as it appeareth by * and therefore this bitter 
tume doth infe& the Tongue; and ſo the tongue be- 
ing full of theſe taſtes doth judge them bitter, alths* 
the bitterneſs be not in the meat, bur in the tongue. 

Q. Vl doth the tongue water <when we hear ſour and 
ſharp things named ? 

A. Becauſe the imaginative virtue or power is 
of greater force than the power and faculty of 
taſting, and when we imagine a taſte, we conceive 
it by the power of taſting as by a mean, becauſe 
there is nothing felt by the taſte, but by means of 
that ſpittle the rongue doth water, 

Q. Ht by do ſome ſtammer and ſome liſp ? 

A. This happeneth from many caufes, ſometimes 
through the moiſtneſs of the tongue and brain, as 
in Children, which cannot ſpeak plainly, nor 

C 2 Pronounee 
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ronounce many letters. Sometimes it happeneth 
by the reaſon of the ſhrinking of certain finews, 
which are corrupted with flegm : for ſuch finews 
there be which go to the Tongue. 

Q. Why are the Tongues of Serpents and mad Dog 
Venomous ? 

A. Becauſe of maligdity and tumoſity of the ve- 
nomous humour which doth predominate in them. 

Q. Aby is a Dog*s tongue fit and apt for med cine, and 
contrariwiſe an Horſe's tongue peſtiferous ? 

A. *Tis by reaſon of ſome ſecret property; or 
elſe it may be ſaid 'the tongue of a Dog is full of 
Pores, and fo doth draw and take away the viſcoſi- 
ty of the wound Some ſay that a Dog hath by 
nature ſome humour in his tongue, with the which 
by licking he doth heal; the contrary is in a Horſe. 

Q Why is ſpittle bit??? 

By reaſon of the continual moving of the 
tongue, whereof heat engendered, which doth make 
white this ſuperfluity, which is ſpittle, as it is ſeen 
in the froth of Water. 

Q. V is ſpittle unſavoury and without tafte ? 

A. If it had a certain determinate taſte, then 
the tongue would not taſte at all, but ſhould only 
have the taſte of ſpittle, and ſo could nor receive 
other taſtes, 

Q # dib the ſpittle of one that is faſting beal an 

bume ? 

A. B.cauſe (according to Avicen,) it is well di- 
geſted, and made ſubtile. 

Q Why do ſome abound in ſpittle more than others ? 

A. This doth proceed of a flegmatick complex- 
ion, which doth predominate in them, and there- 
fore the Phyſicians doth ſay, that ſuch ſhould take 
heed of a quotidian Ague, which ariſeth from the 
predomination of flegm; the contrary in thoſe 
that ſpit little, becauſe heat abounds in them, 
which conſumes the humidity of the ſpirtle ; __ 
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ſo rhe defect of ſpittle is a ſign of Fever. 

Q Why is the ſpittle of a Man that is fafting more 
ſubtile than of one u ho is full. 

A. Becauſe that the Spittle is without the viſco- 
fity of meat, which is wont to make the ſpittle of 
one who is full, groſs and thick, 

Q. From ci hence proceedeth the Spittle of Man? 

A From the froth of the Lungs ; which accord- 
ing to the Phy ſicians, are the feat of flegm. 

Q. Why are ſuch beaſis as often go together for ge- 
nerætion very full of foam and froth ? 

A. Becauſe that when the Lights and the Heart 
are in a great motion of Luſt, therefore there is in- 
gendered in them much frothy matter. ' 

Q. HF hy have not birds ſpis le? 

A. Becauſe they have very dry Lurgs, according 


unto Ariſtotle in his fifth book de animal. 


Q. by do ſuch as are calied Epileptici, that is, 
ſuch as are overwhelmed, and as it were drowned in 
their own Blocd, and are diſeaſed, ſavaur badly and or- 
ruptly ? 

A. The anſwer, according to the Phyſicians : is 
becauſe the peccant matter lieth in the head; bur 
if he do vomir, then the matter is in the ſtomach, 
bur if he piſs much, then the matter is in the paſ- 
ſage of the Urine ; kut if they begin to have ſeed, 
then it is in the veſlels of the ſeed, and according 
to this the Phyſicians do Purge them. 

Q. Why doth, the Tengue loſe ſemetnmes the uſe of 
ſpeaking ? 
A. The anſwer is out of Hippoc. that this doth ha 
pen thro* a Palſy or Apoplexy, that is a ſudden effy- 
fion of blood, and of a groſs humour, and ſometimes 
alſo by infeEtion of Spiritus animalis in the middle 
Cell of the brain, which hinders that Spiritis nor 
carried to the longue, and ſo is Galen's meating, 
for by the expreſſion of the tongue many actigus of 


divers paſſions are made manifeſt,

Of the Roof of the Mouth. 


Q H Y are the fruits, before they be ripe, of a 
naughty reliſh, or bitter, and after ſweet ? 

A. A naughty reliſh in taſte proceedeth of cold- 
neſs, and want of heat in groſs and thick humidity, 
but a ſweet tafte proceedeth of ſufficient heat, and 
therefore in the ripe Fruit the humidity is ſubtil 
thro* the heat of the Sun, and therefore ſuch fruits 
are commonly ſweet, but before they be ripe, and 
humidity i; groſs or ſubtil for want of heat, and 
therefore the fruit is bitter and four. 

Q hy are we better delighted <vtth ſweet taſtes than 
eith bitter, or any ot ber? 

A, Becauſe Nature is delighted with ſweetneſs, 
The reafon is, becauſe a ſweer thing is hot and 
moiſt, and through his heart doth diſſolve and con- 
lame ſuperfluous humidities, and by this humidity 
immundicity is waſhed away, but a ſharp eagar taſte 
by reaſon of the cold which predominares in it, doth 
bind over much and prick and offend the parts of the 
body in purging. And therefore we do not delight 
in that taſte, becauſe the Phyſicians councel us to 
eat nothing that is bitter in the Summer, nor in a 


reat heat; and the reaſon is, becauſe bitterneſs - 


oth breed heat; but we ſhall eat bitter things in 
Winter only. And therefore Ariflotle doth ſay, that 
ſweet things are gratetul unto Nature, and do great- 
ly nouriſh, 


Q i doth a ſparp taſte, as of Vinegar, provoke ap- 
petite rather than any other ? 

A. Becauſe it is cold, and doth cool. Now it is 
the nature ot cold to deſire and draw, and therefore 
is cauſe of Appetite, Mark, that there are nine 
kinds of taſtes ; three which proceeds-from heat, 
three.from cold, and three from a temperate mean. 

i do wwe draw in more air than we breath 
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A. Ariſtotle and Albertus in his Book de motu cordis 
do anſwer that much Air is drawn in, and ſo con- 
verted into nutriment, which together with the vital 
ſpirits is contained in the lungs Wherefore a beaſt 
is not ſuffocated, ſo long as he receives air with the 
lungs in which ſome part of the air remaineth alſo, 

Q. I by doth the air ſeem to be exbelled and put forth, 
ſeeing that indeed the air is inviſſeble, by reaſon of its vari- 
ety and thinneſs ? 

A. Becauſe the air which is received in us, is 
mingled with vapcurs and fumoſity of the Heart 
by reaſon whereot it is made thick, and ſo is ſeen.

And the 
breath of lepers is ſo infected, that it doth poiſon the 
birds that are near them, becauſe the inward parts 
are very eorrupt, as appears by Conſt de ſit. Now 
the Leproſy is a nourithment of all rhe parts of the 
body together with a corrupting of them; and it 
doth begin in the blood, and exterior Members of 
is w Lepers hoarſe ? 

A are Lepers e 

2 Becauſe that in them the Inſtruments vocal 
are corrupted, that is the Lights. 

Q. Why do Men become hoarſe ? 7 

A. Becauſe of the Rheum deſcending from the 
brain, filling the conduit of the lights; or ſome- 
times through ſome impoſthumes of the throat or, 
Rhuem gathering in the Neck. | 

Q. Why have Females of all living Creatures the 
ſorileft Voice, a Crow only accepted, and a Woman

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ſuriller than a Man, and ſmaller ? 

A. According to Ariſtotle, by reaſon of the ccm- 
poſition of the veins and vocal arteries of voice is 
formed, as appears by a ſimilitude, becau a ſn a'l 
pipe ſounds ſhriller than a great.

DO. Why deth the Voice change in Men and Women ? 
in en at 14, in Women at 12, in Men when they be- 
gin to yield Seed, in Women cuben breafts begin to grow, 
as Ariſtotle ſays, L. de Animal. 

A. Becauſe then faith Ariſtotie, the beginning of 
the Voice is ſlackened and looſered; and he proves 
this by a ſimilitude of a ftring of an Inſtrument 
let down or looſed, which gives a great ſound, He 
proves it another way, becauſe Creatures which 
are gelded as Funnchs, Capons, c. have ſofter 
and flenderer Voices than others, by reafon that 
they want Stones.

A. Becauſe a Man is not ſo cold as a Wolf, nor

And, generally ſpcaking, the Females 
are colder than the Males. | 

©. Why do Bees, Waſps, Flies, Locuſts, and man 
other ſuch like Inſects make a noiſe, ſceing they have no 
Lungs, nor Inſt rum ents of the Voice? 

A. According to Ariſtotle, there is in them a cer- 
tain ſmall skin, which when the air doth ſtrike, it 
cauſeth the ſound, and there is a ſtrange ſound, 

2. Why do rot Fſb make a ſound? 

A. Becauſe, according to Ariſtotle, they have no 
Lungs, but only Gills, nor yet a Heart; and there- 
fore they need not the drawing in of the air, and 
by conſequence they make no noiſe, becauſe thar 
(according to Ariſtotſe) a Voice is a percuſſion ofthe

Q. Why doth the heat of the Heart ſometimes fail of a 
ſudden, as in thoſe who hate the Falling ſickneſs ? | 

A, This proceeds, according to Conſtant. from a 
defect of the heart itſelf, and of certain ſmall skins 
with which *tis covered, the which being infected 
and corrupted the Heart falleth of a ſudden ; and 
ſometimes it happens by reaſon of the parts adjoining, 
and therefore when any venomous humour goes out 
of the Stomach that hurts the heart and parts adjoin- 
ing, that cauſes this ago The diſpoſition of 
the Heart is known by the Pulſe, becauſe a ſwift 
beating Pulſe ſhews the heat of the Heart, and a 
flow beating one denotes coldneſs.

A. Averrois ſays, the Womb and nature draws 
the Seed as the Loadſtone doth Iron, but ſhe draws 
it for the Perfect ion of herſelf. | 

Q. How comes Females to have monthly Gourſes ? 

A. Becauſe they are cold in reſpect of Men, and 
becanſe all their nouriſhment can't be converted in- 
to blood, a great part whereof turns to Menſes, which 
are monthly expel*d: ] mean every Woman in health 
and of 13 years, ſeldom any before; nay, ſome di- 
tempered, Women hath 'em not at all. = 

Q. For what reaſon don't they come before thirteen ? 

A, Becauſe young 3 are hot, and digeſt all 
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their Nouri ſhment, therefore have them not before 
That age. . 
Q. For what reaſon do they leave at about Fifty ? 

Some anſwer that old Women be barren, 
and therefore they ceaſe ; but a better anſwer is, 
that then Nature is weak in them, and therefore 
they cannot expel them by reaſon of weakneſs ; 
there is great ſtore of Immundicities bred in them, 
which lies in a Jump ; this makes them troubled 
with Congbs and other Infirmities. Men ſhould 
refrain their uſe at thoſe times. 

Q. Why have not breeding <9omen the Menſes ? 

A. Becauſe that then they turn into Milk, and 
into the Nouriſhment of the Child; for ifa Woman 
with Child have 'em, 'tis a Sign ſhe'll miſcarry. 

Qi have not Females of brute beaſts the ſame ? 

A. Becauſe (as Ariſtotle and Albertus (ay) in Qua- 
drupeds they turn into hair, inFiſh to ſcales, in Birds 
to feathers ; wherefore you may obſerve in B-afts 
the female is more hairy than the male, female Fiſh 
fuller of Scales, and female Birds fuller of feathers. 

Q, Why are they termed Menſtrua, from the word 
Menſis, 4 month? | 
A. Becauſe tis a ſpace of Time which meaſures 
the Moon, as ſhe ends her courſe in 29 days and 
14 hours, Now the Moon hath dominion over 
moiſt things, and by reaſon the Menſes are humid, 
they are called menſes profluvium ; for moiſt things 
encreaſe and decreaſe as the Moon does, 

Q. Why de they continue longer with ſome than others, 
as With ſome 6 or 7, but commonly wwith all 3 days ? 

A. The firſt are colder, therefore they encreaſe 
moſt in them, and conſequently are longer in ex- 
peling ; other Women are more hor, and therefore 
they have fewer, and are ſooner expell'd.

A By reaſon of their ſeveral complexions, and 
tho* all Women (in reſpect of men) axe flegmatic 
yet ſome are more.ſanguine than other, ſome more 
cholerick : as months have their quarters, ſo Wo- 
men their Complexions, the firſt ſanguine, the ſecond 
choleric. One of a ſanguine Complexion hath 
her terms in the firſt quarter, a Cholerick in the ſe- 
cond,a melancholy in the third; and fo in the reſt. 

Q. Why have the ſanguine theirs in the firſt quarter? 

A. Becanſe, ſaith Galen, every ſuch thing added 
to ſuch a thing doth make it more ſuch ; rherefore 
the firſt quarter of the Moon encreaſcth Blood, in a 
ſanguine Complexion; and then ſhe expels it. 

Q How do they come in the end of the Month? 

A. Becauſe moſt Women then are flegmatick, and 
the laſt quarter is Phlegm Or elſe it proceeds from 
defect, and therefore Cold works then to multiply 
the matter, and ſo multiply'd is then expell'd. 

Hou happens pain and grief at this time?

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A. Beeauſe its like the pain of the Strangua:y, in

But this doth not happen unto 
ſuch as are accuſtomed to turn moderately, and by 
little and little cuſtom doth breed this; for the ſoul 
and Nature are not firangers the one to the other, 
but in time are as it were recoiuciled ; tor tha: 
which is done by little and little, and without inter- 
miſſion, is hidden from the ſame, and after that it 
hath often eſcaped, falleth not as a ſtrange thing to 
Nature, who was wont to receive it.
